The opinion expressed by S:r Nathaniel de Rothschild at the last meeting 
of the Council ef the United Synagogue respecting the surplus of the Shechita 
Board decerves attention. The United Synagogue received Jast year £480 as 
ite proportion of the profits of the Board. As Sir Nathaniel properly observed, 
the United Synagogue can well afford- to dispense with a contribution which 
proceeds from the levying of a tax on kosher meat. The fact is, that the 
Shechita board ought never to have ben in a position to make a contribution 
to the funds of the United Synagogue or any synagogue. If itis “ threatened ” 
with a surplus it should escape frcm the danger by reducing the imposts which 
it exacts from the consumer, and by improving the arrangements by which 
kosher o.eat 1s supplie’. A ‘* model” Jewish abattoir, for inetance, is a desi- 
ccratum as much in the interest ot the Board asin that of the community at 
large. Kosher meat is not a,very favourite article of food in these days with 


= many Jewish families ; and the statistics recently published in connection with 
® the last year's work of the Shechita Boaid tend to prove that it is growing in 


distavour. Any step that would help to facilitate the supply of kosher meat, 
and to make the Beard more popular, should be readily adopted. The Shechita 
Board wou'd do well to consider whether it ought not to give the Jewish public 
rather than the synagogues the bencfit of its financial prosperity. At any rate 
the Council of the United Syuagogue, by adopting Sir Nathaniel de Ruthschild’s 
cUgsestion, Cin reieve itsclf of responsibility in the ma’ter.

The question of synagoguc-offerings again came to the fore at the meeting 
of the Council. After making er quiries aiuong the members of the New West 
End Synagogue, the Board of Management have come to the conclusion that 
the time is opportune to propose, so far as their synogogue is concerned, an 
amended system of voluntary offerings. It is proposed that offerings shall no 
lovger be a neccessary concomitant of a summons to the Reading of the Law, 
except on “ special occasions,” and that th y shall only be made systematically 
on one or more of the First Days of Passover, Pentecost, and Tabernacles. and 
then only “ at the diecretion of the members.” We do not know why New 
Year and the Day of Atonement have been omitted from the permitted occa- 
sions, seeing that they are the days when the desire to make contributions to 
the synagogue funds is especially strong. The Board of Management of the 
New West End Synagogue appear to be convinced that their proposals, for 
which they ask the sanction of the Council of the United Synagogue, do not 
threaten their fun’s with any injury. On the contrary, judging from the pro- 
miscs cf additional fixed contributions which, ia view ef the introduction of 
the suggested changes, the Board of Management have rec elved, it is believed 
that the result will be a gain rather than a lose. The question has been referred 
by the Council to a conjoint committee of the Executive and Finance Cournit- 
tees, who, we carnestly trust, may be able to recommend the project for the 
sanction of the larger body. Communal opinion is unautuously in. favour of 
an alteration in the practice which intimately connects m yney-: (ferings with 
the Reading of the Law. Financial considerations alone have hitherto stood 
in the way ; and if the obstacle can now be overcome in the case of one eyna- 
gogue, we may reasorablly expect that a change so desirable will be adcpted at 
no remote period by the other synagogues in turn. 


With the death of M. Bischoffsheim, a considerable personaz) has 
appeared from Belgian public life. It is not too much to say that no Jew has 
in late years exercised a larger influence upon public affairs in Belgium than 
the deceased Senator. Gifted with remarkable ficancial ability, with mental 
perspicuily and untiring energy, animated also by that patriotic feeling which 
isthe common characteristic of the Jewish raco in general, he has left an 
indelible mark on the political and social ‘condition of B lgium. His services 
to the country of his adoption commenced with the large pecuniary advance 
which he made to the Government in its hour of need. From the time when 
he rendered this welcome aid down to the period of his death, his life was:a 

constant labour for the weifaro of the State and of his fellow-citizens, Educa- 
tion, thrift, the relief of distress—all alike enlisted his active efforte. It is 
difficult to say which cause cbtained his more energetic support—philanthropy 
or the promotion of those liberal principles ia politics with which he had iden- 
tified himself, As a politician he was an enthusiastic partiean, and yet he won 
the respect of his opponcnts—a nota>le circumstance in Belgium where party- 
fceling is embitter-d by rancour.

ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY. 
T0 THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—In your interesting article on the 25th ult., on ‘“ The House for Converted 
Jews.” there is the followin passage, which deserves more than passing attention : 
« For nearly six centuries the continuity of its history isunbroken, It gives the lie 
direct to the belief that ‘from the time of Eiward to that of Cromwell no Jew 
touched English ground.’ It supplies usin effect with a thread of Anclo-Jewish 
history, varying in texture it may be, but never broken. between the thirteenth and 
the eighteenth centuries.” 3 

The above-mentioned period, on which we have no published work, lends itself 
to interesting study, for not alone do the records of the “ House for Converts ”’ 
afford ample evidence of converted Jews having been received, but wills ard other 
records show that Jews must have kept up a constant intercourse with Envland, 
havine here their relatives and agents, The wool trade, includine that of clothiers 
or weavers, was largely in Jewish hands, Kent and Essex, the centres for this trade, 
‘being particularly favoured by the Jews, from which counties sprane old 
English families, which have for centuries retained pure Hebrew names as their 
surnames, the retention of which seems to have been no drawback to honours or to 
intermarrying with some of the best blood in the kingdom, 

This period of Anglo Jewish history, therefore, repays the antiquarian and 
genealogist for research, and settles the quettion as to whether there were Jews in 
Envland in Shakespeare's time, a discussion on which point arose in your columns 
I think at the time of Mr. Irving’s revival of the “ Merchant of Venice.’ The 
records show that two converted Jews were received into the ‘* House for Converts ”’

Your facetious correspondent of the 2nd inst., Vanderdonck Schmeerlap, has

The monthly meeting of the Board of Guardians was held on Monday last at 
the offices of the Board. There were present : Mr. Lionet L. Cones, President, in 
the Chair; Messrs. L. L. Alexander, I). Benjamin. M. Boas, Neville D. Cohen, H. A. 
erac). A. L. Lazarus, E. M. Leon, H. G. Lousada, F. A. Lucas, A Rosenfeld, ©. 
Samuel, Stuart M. Samuel, 8. Schloss, I. Seligman. S. Simone, A. E. Sydney. 

The CHAIRMAN reported that Mr. Leopold de Rothschild had accepted the post 
of Trustee in the place of the late Mr. Ephraim Alex, and that tickets to the value 
of #15 had been placed at the disposal of the Board by the Tradesmen's Benevolent 
Society. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Tradesmen’s Society for its gift. 

A letter was read from the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, enclosing a 
communication from the Local Government Board, with respect to the subventions 
for pauper children. The communication from the Local Government Board stated 
that in compliance with an application received from the Committee of the Jews 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum, the Board sanctioned the payment of six shillings a 
week in reapect of the maintenance, &c., of each pauper child sent by Boards of 
Guardians to the institution at Lower Norwood, for the education and employment 
of children of the Jewish faith. 

A report was brought up by Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, Honorary Secretary of the 
Mansion House and Board of Guardians Conjoint Committee, relative to the work 
performed by that Committee in the year 1=s2 in rejievine the Russo-Jewish fugi- 
tives who came to London daring that year. (The facts and statistics contained in 
this report have from time to time been published in this journal), 

On the motion of Mr. E. M. Leow. Chairman of the Conjoint Committee, a vote 
of thanks was passed to Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, for the important services he had 
rendered to that Committee in his capacity of Honorary Secretary, and also for his 
report on the Committee's work. , 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving that the report be entered on the minutes, observed 
that it was an historical document which would be of creat interest at a future time, 
as it related to an organization: and a vast amount of work which reflected the 
greatest credit on those concerned, as well as toa movement which had been initiated 
by the late Lord Mayor of London and had been welcomed by tbe entire body of 
citizens of the metropolis. It was the duty of the Board to acknowledge the servi- 
ces of the gentlemen represented on that Committee, especially Mr, Alexauder, Mr, 
David Benjamin and Mr. Boas, as also the co operation of the Delegates from the 
Mansion House Committee, who frequently attended at the office of the Board. 

The motion of the Chairman was adopted. 


Mr, F. A. Ltcas (one of the Treasurers) brought up the balance-sheet for 1s*2.. 


The financial statement was passed, and yotes of thanks were passed to the Trea- 
furers and the Auditors.

It is time, however, to retara fron eoasi lering the intrinsic merits of the 
club, to the functions it is ¢ ipable of discharging in the communal life. We 
bave already referred to the peed of Anglicising that large body of London 
Jews who were but a few years ago denizens of Russian or Austrian Poland 
and till retain the habits of their nativelind. By joining thie club. as they 
are im every way encouraged to do, they will become better coqynainted with 
fellow Jews of their ovn stiudinz, gralaa!ly imibs their ideas and way of 
lookivg at life and tend to cast off the almost Oriental shackles which they 
have imported with them into this countiy. By the constitution of the club. 
again, they are further enabled to: mix more freely with the national life. 
The Jewish Woiking Men's Club is associated with all the affiliated clubs of a 
similar kind, and its members can, and d», claim the privilege of entry at 
the clubs of their fel'ow-workmer, 

Thus the Working Men’s Club perforins just the office that is espe cially 
needed for many reasons in the case of the Jewish working-men of London. 
It forms a centre of union where tras Jewish spirit may be fostered without 
the introduction of any iatrusive missionary spirit. And at the same time it 
lessens that feecling of isolation aal breiks dova the wall of prajalice which 
naturally encircle the poor foreiga Jew in his arduous struggle for existence in 
the heart of this mighty city. Englishmen we may not hope entirely to make 
of them ; the force of carly traditions cinnot be broken through so easily. 
Bat we cau recder them by this means wore amenable to English idcas, and 
lees opposed to Erglish culture. 

But there are cthcr properties of euch an institution as this which equally 
deserve our notice. Tue migraion of the wealthier Jews of London to the 
Western districts has removed that close conxection between all classes of the 
community which formed, a coup!e of generations ago, the chief guarantee for 
its solidarity. The Working Men’s Ciub forms a'most the sole institution where 
Jews, rich and poor, can meet and become known to one another on terms 
approaching equality. At the Board of Guardians most of our prominent 
members ree the Jewish poor, but they de sotherein the relation of charity-bestower 
to charity-recipient. Bat there is a large, and happily increaging, class who 
are raised above pauperism and are fortunate enough not to need the aid of the 
Board, and it is from this class that the members of the Club are recruited, 
Rich Jews who are bound up in matters of reputation with this as well as the 
pauper class of Jews, have only in the Working Men’s Club an opportunity of 
seeing and knowing what kind of man the Jewish working man of the present 
generation is growing up to be. : 

Men in all the countries of the Old World are beginning to recognise that 
there are claims of the se-calied ‘ lowcer’’ classes—that there are claims of 
the pecple wh’ch must be satisfied in some way or other if the course of the 
world's history is not to suffer a severe check. The gap between rich and poor, 
b<tween the few and the many, is widenirg day by day, and if some means of — 
bridging the gu!f is not hit upon shortly, thera may ensue one of the most ter- 
rible social cataclysais that the world has evcr seen. Wise men see that the 
only mode of preventing this is to establish seme weans of rapprochement 
between the upper and lower strata of society. It is not solely, or even chiefly, 
a question of the uncqnal distribution of wealth that is in dispute, Lefe with 
the manual labourer is getting mere and mcre monotonous, more and mcre 
sordid as the specialisation of labour reduces his daily task to the meaningless 
repetition of some item of an item of a vast organisation. Human nature 
cannot stand-such drudgery beyond a certaia point, and even in s-lf-defence 
masters are providiig more checrful dwellings, more oppertuuities for pure joy 
for their workmen. Clubs are for most working mwen-an excellent foil to the 
public-leuee. In the case of the Jewish werkirg man this is not required ; 
but he dces require, as. much or even more than his fellow-workmen, some 
means of amusement or social relaxation aftcr the toils of the day, 

Besides this enlivening of the daily lite which is such an i:eportant anti- 
dote to the depressing nature ef modern tadour, tho Ciub may form a means 
of softening the asperitics woilca fail to rua ia the mind of those who 
contrast their hard lot with the lifs of casa andcaltarsa lel by others, If they 
see those others come down to meet them on equal terms, and to “ exchange 
ideas ” with them,if they find ‘hem cordia'ly syimpathising with their pleasures 
a more kindly feeling cannot fail to grow betwcen the two classcs. That there 
is abundant room for the growth of such a feeling, that such a growth is 
absolutely necessary, if social war is to be avoidet, no one that watches the 
eigus of the times will veatare to deny. Merely as a matter of precaution, the 
rich will have henceforth to take more and more interest in the welfare of the

FOR CONVERTED JEWS: THE 
CHANCERY WGLANE.—IL. 
Matthew Paris, the chief Listorian of the day, writes enthusiastically of the 
success of the Converts’ Louse in the year immediately following 1255, the dates 
of its inauguration.

(ficials always made sure that these sums, together with rents derivable from 
propirty belonging to the institution, should be lirst applied to the settlement 
of avy arrears in their own salarivs. ‘Lhe rich r converts, who were at the time 
non-resident, could keep on geod tering with the warden and his assistants by 
offering bribes from such of their wealth ag still rewainedio their han 1s, and also 
shared in the cme Inments ; but the poor Jows barely obtained shelter within 
the walls of the building. Mary of these were reduced to the last extremity. 
Without food sutlicient to sustain ex'stence, they were forced to beg from 
house to louse in London, acd the scaudal occasionca by their poverty and 
the petitions precented by the converte, compelled the King to turn his 
aticntion once again to the House aud its rules. In February, 1271, he 
aidresscd a letter to the Mayor of London and to the Wardea of the House, 
and eirected an immediate reorgan'zation and reform. The mention of the 
chief municipal authority In the d-cumeut shows that the institution had 
assumed sowething of a municipal charactcr. The letter is on many grounds 
cf corsiderable interest, aud runs to the following effect :

A few particaolars concerning M Lise! in addiiion to those 
last week will be of interest. M. Disch: {fsheim settled in Belgium at an ea ly 
age. Applying his remarkable financial atili:y in ihe pursuit of the profes-ioa 
of a banker, he amassed a considerable fortuse. Ia 1847 be was adie to plice 
ten millioos of francs at the disposal! of th: Belgian Government which tound 
iteelf embarrzesed by the revere financial crisis then existing. Despite the 

eneral ineccurity wlich prevatled in EF irope in the following year, he was 
rave and wice enough to establish at Bo ussels the Union du Cridit, wiose success 
amp!y justified his bold siep. Ile was also one of the founders and directors of 
the Bangue Nationale. Admitted as a Belgian citiz nin hereceived: ight er 
yesre later the honour of Grande Naturalisation in recoguitioa of his emoneut 
services to his adopted country. He obtained a seat at the City Council of 
Brussels in 1848, and in 1852 he was elected to represent the capital in tue 
Senate. Both positions be-teld till his death. He spceke bat seldom ie piblie 
but when he intervened in a debate he was heard with the attontion which was 
due to an authority. He never spoke unless be could make a worthy contri 
bution tothe study of the rubject under diecursion, His clearness cf mind, his 
excellent judgment, and hisenergy of character were remarkable. His active 
interestio public affairs continued unabated almost up to his death. E.cn in bis 
last ilinees he busied himeelf with the question of railway cxtention in belgium, 
which had long enlisted his attention. The extent of his puble work was 
extraordinary. Not only was he a hard working senator aud cits councillor, 
but he took a deep intercst in education, boih elementary and advanced. For 
fourteen years he was a momber of the Cooncil cf the Uuiversity, in cOunect oa 
with which he established a Ciair cf Arabic ard severa! echolarsuips. Ile was 
per excellence the founder of institutione, of which it is alaost linporsible to 
give here even the mere patmes, their ie go grest. was an iud: fati- 
gable advocate of State educa ion and the murificent patron of s'udies esp: Clal'y 
intended as preparations for professions. No cone can estimate the exteut of 
his philanthropic work, for while his public Lenefactions were immeure, he gave 
in private with an equally cpen hand. He had au almost morbid dread ot his 
charity becoming kcrown. Sccrecy was the condition be inveriably imposed 
upon thote who received his help cr solicited it for others. Oue of Lis bast

to him from time to time and report progress. 
others he would take nothing for himself. The highest. distinctions wo-a 
offered him but invaria'ly refused. Le never took the smallest credit for tha 
enormous good he was doing, and the wealthier be became the simpler grew hig 
manners and his mode of life. He seemed traly to have realized that his 
wealth had been confided to him merely in trust for the good of his fello-”-. 
nen. It is needless to add that his beuefactions were dispensed without 
sideration of cceed, the liberality of his political views fiading a wort hy counter 
partin his larg--hearted philanthropy. lis coreligionists however, did not 
tuffer by the ursectarian character of his benevolence ; for he was a most 
generous supporter of the Jewish ins:itations of Brussels. The Jewa of this 
city may well deplore, in common with their neigiboura, the death of this truly 
excellent man whose life, devoted as it was to his fellow-men and his country, 
ret].cted so much bouour on his religion and his race.

THE COLONIZATION 

A general meeting of the members of the “ Zion” Society (which was 
founded by Mr. B. F. Peixotto, whilst United States’ Consul-General io Ron- 
maria aud which has extensive ramitications throughout that country) hag 
lately been held at Bucharest, to consider whether any, and what, actioa should 
be taken to further the movement for the colonisation of Palestine. Hitherto. 
this important. society has not moved in the ma‘ter, which was, therefore, 
taken up by societies formed with that epecial obj-ctin view. The meeting 
was attended by several delegates from branches of the society, in addition to 
the members residing in Bacharest ; and after deliberations extending over three 
days, a series of resolutions were adopted, of which the following is an a)s‘ract : 

1 The“ Zion” Society pledges itself henceforth to promote the interes:s 
of the emigration movement to Palestine to the utmost extent of its powers. 

2 The heads of the scc’ety (or, as they are officia'ly called, “the San- 
hedriun”) are to issue an app-al to the entire Jewish community in general 
and to“ their brethren,’ the members of the “ B-ni Berith ” Society in Americy 
in particolar (with which powerful icstitation the “ Z:oa” Society has much in 
commou) for support in this important movement. 

oy, ‘he Saulied:in shall have powerto associate other prominent men in 
their work, Herr Z L Guttmann being appointed Treasurer of the Spec al 
Fund which is to be raised for the colonisativn of Palestine. — . 

4 The Sanhedrin are to fiid the ways and means for carrying out the 
movement, in aid of which every member of the society shall contribute a sam 
of not less than 12 frances per annum. 

5. The Sanhedrin are charged with the duty of endeavouring to obtain 
the Sultan’s consent to a gencral!l settlement of foreign Jews in Palestine. 

6. The general meeting determined, in order that the scciety might atonce 
enter onits new fanctiors, to foenn? acolony in the Holy Land for fifty families 
who shall be sclecte! partly from among the members of the socicty ani 
partly outs‘de tha: body. | 

Tie cost of founding snch a colony being estimated at 200,000 francs, 
the administration of the society ia Bactarest will verte 40,000 frances, from its 
funds, the Committee at Galatz wil! contribute 10,000 franes, 65,00) frances 
will be raised by the society in debentures, and the remainder will have to be 
supplied by the colonists themselves 

7. Finally, the Sanbeirin are authorised to co-operate with other societies 
furmed for the purpose of favonriog the colonisation of Palestine. | 

Great imp rtauce is attached in Roamania to this gatheriag and its reanits,
